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AJ Congress Asks 
U.S. To Act To End 
Arab Discrimination 


NEW YORK (NJP)—What 


the United States should do in 


order to persuade the Arab nations to drop their discrimination 
against Jews who are United States citizens was embodied in a 


resolution passed in the closing 


session of the best-attended and 


one of the-most enthusiastic conventions ever held by the Ameri- 


can Jewish Congress, 

It recommended that no trade 
agreement be concluded unless 
all American citizens are per- 
mitted to participate in the trade 
regardless of religious affilia- 
tion. 

That the U.S. should prohibit 
immigration from any Arab state 
which bars entry to any Ameri- 


can citizen because of his relig- 
jon and 
That any diplomat to this 


country indulging in anti-Jewish 
activity should be expelled. 
The convention re-elected Dr. 
Israel Goldstein president of the 
American Jewish Congress for 
a third two- 
year term. It 
concluded with 
a dinner hon- 
oring the 
eighth anni- 
versary of the 
State of Israel 
and the forth- 
coming 60th 
birthday of Dr. 
GOLDSTEIN G o ldstein. 





THE FOUR-DAY biennial con- 
vention closed here on Sunday 
with the adoption of a resolution 
severely criticizing American po- 
licy in the Middle East. 

The resolution stated that 
while the U.S. Government pro- 
fesses a policy of “friendly im- 
partiality” toward the Arab na- 
tions and Israel, “its words are 
negated by its actions”. It urged 
ihe United States to sell arms to 
Israel ang “to fulfill all the ob- 
ligations assumed under the Tri- 
partite Agreement of 1950, with- 
out delay or evasion.” 

The convention also issued an 
appeal to the Soviet Government 
to restore Jewish cultural and 
religious life in the USSR and 
to permit “freedom of move- 
ment” to Jews there. 

A resolution on political free- 
doms in the United States as- 
serted that there still were “many 
laws unduly restricting freedom 
of expression on Federal and 
state statute books” and urged 
the reconsideration of Federal 
anti-subversive legislation. 


ADDRESSING the 1,000 dele- 

gates Saturday night, Simon So- 
beloff, Solicitor General of the 
United States, said that “the es- 
sence of American freedom is 
to be free, to be different.” Mr. 
Sobeloff received the first Louis 
D. Brandeis Award of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress at the con- 
vention. 
Speaking on separation of church 
and state, Dr. Goldstein deplored 
that the issue “was being re- 
vived by some people who want 
to bring religion into the public 
schools, using pressure through 
the front and back doors.” 

The convention elected other 
officers of the American Jewish 
Congress, as follows: Judge Jus- 


tine Wise Polier. chairman of 





the executive committee; Max 
Kopstein, Chicago, chairman of 
the administrative committee; 
Max Doft, New York, treasurer, 
and Harold B. Cohen, New York. 
secretary. Vice-presidents chosen 
were Rabbi Morton Berman, Chi- 
cago; Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein, 
Rochester; Nathan L. Edelstein, 
Philadelphia; Julian Freeman, 
Indianapolis; Benjamin S. Kal- 
nick, Great Neck, N. Y.; Irving 
Kane, Cleveland; Peter Leavitt, 
Boston; Shad Polier, New York; 
Rabbi Joachim Prinz, Newark; 
I. H. Prinzmetal, Los Angeles, 
and Thelma Richman, Philadel- 
phia. Prof. Horace Kallen and 
James N. Rosenberg were elect- 
ed honorary vice-presidents. 

The Congress accused the State 
Department of indifference to- 
ward the “Arab campaign 
against American Jews.” 

The agency charged in the .56- 
page document that the State; 
Department had_ subordinated | 
“the rights of American citizen-, 
ship to the expediencies of inter- 
national bargaining.”

NEW YORK (NJP)-— 
invasion by Betar, the militant 
Revisionist youth group, of the 
Egyptian Embassy here last:

the four teenagers ang their in- 
structor murdered by Egyptian ; 
fedayeen at Shafrir, is slowly be-} 
ing forgotten here. 

Just what the view of the Jew- 
ish group is over this escapage 
is anybody’s guess, but for the 
most part, it is one of consider- 
able uneasiness. The 22 young- 
sters, women among them, forced 
their way into the building at 
900 Park ave. and conducted a 
memorial service which lasted 
about an hour. 

There was no violence and 
upon police prompting, the group 
departed. No arrests were made. 

The Egyptians however, were 
outraged. 

Abdel-Mowgoud Hassan, press 
attache for the Egyptian Dele- 
gation to the United Nations. 
called the invasion “an act of 
gangsterism.” He said no charges 
would be presseq immediately 
but, if they were presented 
eventually, they would go 
through diplomatic channels. 

“We certainly make sure that 
the American Embassy in Egypt 
is well guarded,” he said. “There 
are no such acts of seizure or 
any invasion of any _ private 
property, whether a domicile or 
an office. These continuing acts 
or threats by Zionists organiza- 
tions in New York should be

NEW YORK (NJP)—A 
56-page “White Paper’ on 
discrimination of Arabs 
against U.S. Jews was made 
public during the American 
Jewish Congress convention 
here. 

The .comprehensive study 
compared unsimilar atti- 
tudes taken by two. Ameri- 
can diplomats, grandfather 
and grandson. 

John W. Foster, U.S. min- 
ister to Russia, took a very 
strong stand against Jewish 
discrimination in that coun- 
try. When in 1880 an Amer- 
ican Jew, residing in Czarist 
St. Petersburg, was expelled 
after his Jewish identity be- 
came known, minister John 
W. Foster protested vigor- 
ously stating that “the ex- 
pulsion of foreign Jews from 
Russia affects American citi- 
zens whatever may be the 
conduct of their co-religion- 
ists in this or other coun- 
tries and is an unjust re- 
flection upon U.S. Jews as a 
class which cannot be ac- 
quiesced by the U.S. govern- 
ment.” 

The AJ Congress study 
recommended that J. F. Dul- 
les follow his grandfather’s 
course of action.

Sabre Jets. They are said to be 
dickering for 36 of the fast 
planes. 

The Israelis are asking for at 
least 12 additional Mystere IV’s, 
to make up a complete fighter 
squadron of 24 aircraft. 

Israel claims that Egypt is 
getting about 280 MIG-15’s from 
the Soviet bloc. 

Although Israel is not seeking 
to match Egypt’s strength plane- 





by-plane, her military authori- 
ties believe that three fighter 
squadrons (72 planes) of Mys- 


tere and Sabre Jet quality should 
be enough, to dissuade Nasser 
from starting a war this sum- 
mer.

Churchill Backs Israel 
In Request for Arms 

LONDON (NJP) — The 
support of Winston Churchill 
to Israel’s demand for de- 
fensive arms is expected to 
have powerful influence on 
the west, it is conceded here. 

Sir Winston Churchill as- 
serted that prudence and 
honor would demand British 
assistance for Israel if she 
were attacked by Egypt. He 
expressed confidence that 
the United States as well as 
the United Kingdom would 
intervene to halt aggression 
by one side or the other in 
the Middle East. 

“Tf Israel is dissuaded from 
using the life force of their 
race to ward off the Egyp- 
tiang until the Egyptians 
have learned to use the Rus- 
sian weapons with which 
they have been supplied and 
the Egyptians then attack, it 
will become not only a mat- 
ter of prudence but a mea- 
sure of honor to make sure 
that they are not the losers 
by waiting,” Sir Winston de- 
clared. 





Israel Skeptical 
Over Promises 
And Compliance 


NEW YORK (NJP) -— The 
success which Dag Hammar- 
skjold’s mission to the Middle 


East seems to have been crowned 
with, in momentarily averting 
the outbreak of hostilities, has 
considerably heartened observers. 

Israel believes the improve- 
ment is only temporary and 
still expects to have to fight for 
her life some time this summer. 

But Secretary of State Dulles 
expressed a more _ optimistic 
view. 

Hammarskjold’s securing of 
commitments from Egypt and 
his attempt to get the same kind 
of promises from Israel are 
practically assured. But the 
United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral has rejected Israel’s_ de- 
mand that he seek to secure 
compliance with the terms of 
the armistice agreement. This

“The refrain is to some exe 
tent,” Rabbi Bergman charged, 
“that the Jews and the Catholics 
are pushing integration and are 
responsible for al] the trouble, 
From this accusation,” he went 
en, “most of the Jews shrink in 
fear and trembling.” 

There are two attitudes of the 
Jewish group, the rabbi said, 
“One is that Jews who are for 
integration are causing antie 
Semitism. The other attitude is 
that it will come in its proper 
time, why cause trouble now.” 

RABBI Bergman expressed the 
cpinion which is the view of 
many liberals that integration is 
going to come, but it is going 
to take a great deal of time. 

#He warned, however, that there 
is a “very large majority of peo- 
ple who will prevent integration 
by all means at any time and

America team twice and in 1935, 
he was chosen to play in the first 
East-West college all-star con- 
test.

That same 
year, he was named to an all- 
star team that met the famed 
New York Celtics that defeated 
the touted pro team, 43-39, in a 
double overtime. 

After graduation from Geneva, 
he joined such teams as the Pitts- 
burgh YMHA, Pittsburgh Pirates 
ang Pennsylvania Fleetwings, alt 
pro teams. The money earned 
went to pay for his dental school 
work at the University of Pitts- 
burgh. 


DURING his service days, 
where he was a captain in the 
army medical coprs, he won the 
tennis championship at Marys- 
ville, Cal., while stationed at 
Camp Bowie. In Canton, he went 
to the city finals twice. He played 
four years of tennis in high 
school and college and was also 





on the track team for four sea- 
sons during scholastie and col- 
legiate days. 

In addition to his basketball 
activity, Ginsburg is one of the 
better Jewish bowlers and golf- 
ers in the city. He is president 
of the B'nai Brrith bowling 
league ang is chairman of Ar- 
rowhead country club’s golf com- 
mittee.

America, won 
support for his 
stand in a rabbinical verdict from 
a group of 11 yeshiva leaders, 
rabbis in this state reportedly are 
miffed at attempts to push the 
separaion plan. 

“The American Jewish facts of 
life defy separation,” Rabbi Ger- 
stein said. “So much more can be 
accomplisheg for Orthodoxy and 
for the type of Jewish life in 
which we believe by integration, 
rather than segregation, of the 
various forms of Judaism.” 

Although many New Jersey 
Orthodox rabbis agree in princi- 
ple with Rabbi Hollander’s point 
of view, they believe that separa- 
tion is impractical in the context 
of contemporary suburban life in 
the United States.

“The Arab League nations are 
gambling with world peace in a 
new pro-Communist embrace and 
in an extensive anti-American, 
anti-Jewish propaganda cam- 
paign in order to bring pressure 
on U.S. policy regarding Israel,’” 
Forster said.

The ZOA has already 
indicated that it is dissastisfied 
with the leadership of the World 
Confederation, especially its 
president Rabbi Israel Goldstein, 
of New York. 


THE GENERAL Zionist Party 
of Israel also has just about de- 
cided to call for the disbanding 
of the World Confederation. Its 
leaders declared that Mrs. Rose 
Halprin, who has often served 
as acting chairman of the Amer- 
ican.

The edifice was designed to 
present a feeling of confined 
sanctity from without and open- 
ness from within. The building 
is arranged into sanctuary, so- 
cia] hall and school wings. Each 
has its own entrance so that it 
ean be used independently from 
the others, and still they are 
closely connected by corridors. 

The lobby, which also serves 
as a lounge, provides direct and 
easy access to the outdoor ter- 
race, sanctuary, auditorium, 
chapel, office and school wing. 
Here, too, is a permanent dis- 
play for religious articles, built 
into the wall. P 

The lobby floor is green quar- 
ry tile, while the walls are of 
reddish-brown brick, the same as 
used for the exterior of the build- 
ing. The wall facing the garden 
court is all glass. 


THERE IS NO mistaking the 
exterior sculptured panel, de- 
signed by Raymond Katz, as be- 
longing to a Jewish house of 
worship. The panel is approxi- 
mately eight feet square, fabri- 
cated of polychrome terra cotta, 
with more than a dozen colors, 
and set in a wall of limestone. 

The design depicts the Tree 
of Life with the Commandments 
in the center. The five leaves on 
top complete the sentence: “The 
Torah is a Tree of Life to those 
who upholg it.” 

The leaves on the right side 
coming out of the branch are 
the writings. The circle is in- 
scribeq with the names of the 
tribes and inside the circle was 
placed a Star of David in a man- 
ner to provide 13 spaces, with 
the monogram of the name of 
the Temple in the center and 
the emblems of the tribes in the 
12 remaining spaces. 

The background consists of a 
pattern arranged horizontally 
with a leaf pattern symbolizing 
the 613 good deeds (mitzvahs) 
by which a pious Jew abides. 
The huge plastic dome, which 
provides daylight for the bema, 
can be seen from a disatnce re- 
flecting the rays of the sun. 


ALONGSIDE THE main en- 
trance to the lobby is a long ex- 
panse of brick wall, terminating 
with a menorah, set on a lime- 
stone pedesial and cornerstone. 
This menorah has been wired 
for use during Chanukah. The 
wall is the rear of a trellis-cov- 


ered terrace that serves both as 
a “sukka” and a place for out- 
door assembly. The wall also 
serves to enclose a_ garden 
court, giving quiet and privacy 
to the library-chapel. 

The dignity and serenity of the 
sanctuary are felt immediately 
upon entering the room, which 
is fan shaped in plan. One has 
the feeling of everything radiat- 
ing from the Ark. All the walls 
are paneled with a light Israel 
mahogany plywood, The mar- 
ble panels at the bema, on which 
are inscribed the Ten Command- 
ments, are also from Israel. 

The wood scultpure over the 
Ark is the work of Don Ben- 
aron. It presents the scroll with 
the inscription “This is none oth- 
er than the house of God.” 


THE ARK CURTAINS and 
drapes were designed and exe- 
cuteg by Mrs. Hortense Amram 
of Washington, D.C. The use of 
hand-woven textiles presents a 
new and interesting architectu- 
ral detail for the sanctuary. 

The main decoration consists 
of two wide perpendicular bor- 
ders woven of metallic threads 
and Mrs. Amram lightened the 
mass of royal blue surface by 
inserting, at short _ intervals, 
threads of gold, silver, and cop- 
per, 

When the weaving was com- 


dered in gold, was superimposed 
on the background. The two bor- 
ders, previously mentioned, were 
woven entirely of six shades of 
gold, silver, and copper on the 
dark blue, and the detai] can be 
clearly seen at a distance, 

THE DESIGN on the small in- 
ner curtains for the Ark war- 
ranted a lighter and softer ef- 
fect. These curtains have a pale 
blue background and are covered 
with metallic patterns. Here 
Mrs. Amram chose to sacrifice 
the boldness of design for rich- 
ness of fabric. 

The sanctuary seats 200 and 
the auditorium, directly behind 
the sanctuary, provides an addi- 
tional 600 seats for expansion, 
Fitted, as # is, with a full-size 
stage and dressing rooms, this 
social room has become very 
much in demand. 

Since the Jewish Community 
is rapidly expanding, the school 
wing;was situated to provide for 
easy expansion, and the heat and 
electric lines have been so ar- 
ranged. The building was erect- 
ed in 1954-55 on a_ three-acre 
site which provides for ample 
parking and an athletic field. 
The cost of the complete struc- 
ture, including the art work, 
sanctuary furnishings, and a 
stainless steel kitchen, was $225,- 
000.

IS HE NATAN BASSAR OR KALMAN INVENTSCH? 





War Orphan Claimed By Two; 
Headline Case In Israel 


By LEO HEIMAN 


Israel’s most celebrated court case today is the case of Natan Bassar, a 21-year-old army vet- 
eran over whom two mothers are fighting for the right to call him son, 

In 1941, when he was 5 years old, Natan and his younger sister were lost by their parents 
in the forests of Russia in the heat of a German bomber attack, Picked up by Russian soldiers 
with his sister, Natan grew up in a Soviet orphanage. 


After the war, he was sent to 
an orphanage in Poland, from 
where he was picked up by a 
Jewish organization and sent to 
Israel with the Youth Aliyah via 
France. 


IN ISRAEL, he lived at the 
Youth Aliyah center and worked 
there until he was olq enough to 
be drafted into the Israel Army 
where he served with distinction, 
until being honorably discharged 
some time ago. Without a single 
relative in Israel, Natan, whose 
sister remained in Russia, lived 
at a Youth Aliyah dormitory and 
worked in a Tel Aviv factory. 

For the past couple of weeks, 
he was dating a young girl who 
lived at Holon, a suburb of Tel 
Aviv, and One day last week, the 
girl brought him home to intro- 
duce him to her parents. The 
girl’s mother told Natan that he 
was just like a good friend of 
hers, Mr. Inventsh, who lived in 
another suburb of Tel Aviv, and 
whose son and daughter were 
lost in Russia during the war. 


SHE ARRANGED for Natan 
to go with her to the Inventsh 
house that Saturday and when 
Natan got there, Mrs. Inventsh 
yelled “my son” and dropped in 
a dead faint. Mr. Inventsh him- 
self kissed Natan and told him 
that there was no doubt but 
what he was the lost son. 

Accompanied by witnesses and 
the entire family, it turned out 
that Natan had brothers and 
sisters born in Jsrae] to the In- 
ventsh couple, Natan went to 
the Tel Aviv Central Registry 
Office where he swore out an 
affidavit to change Natan’s name 
from Natan BasSar to Kalman 
Inventsh, his rightful name. 


THE NAME Natan Bassar was 
given him by the Rusisan orph- 
anage authorities, they — said. 
They also went to the Soviet 
Consulate to demand a visa for 
their daughter, Natan’s younger 
sister, whose address he had in 
his possession all the time. 

No sooner, however. did Natan 
take his possessions to the In- 
ventsh house, than a woman 
named Feige Roseboim declared 
in court that Natan’s name was 
not Kalman Inventsh but Natan 
Bassar and that he was her son, 
Rot Mrs. Inventsh’s. Mrs. Rosen- 
boim went to the Chief Rabbi 
of Jaffa who sent her to a law- 
yer specializing in family mat- 
ters, and, with the lawyer’s help, 
she succeeded in stopping all le- 
gal proceedings to make Kalman 
Inventsh out of Natan Bassar. 


MRS. ROSENBOIM, whose for- 
mer name was Feige Bassar, 
swore in court that she was 
wounded, and her husband killed, 
during a German air-raid in the 
Russian forests. She, therefore, 
gave her two children, the then 
5-year-old Natan and his young- 
er sister for safekeeping to the 
Russians who sent them on to 
an orphanage, where all+trace of 
them was lost. Yet the Russians 
knew the children’s names. all 
along, and they entered them on 
the orphanage records. 

After her husband's death, 





Feige Bassar married her pre- 
sent husband and became Feige 
Rosenboim. The: couple came to 
Israel] in 1949, and had three lit- 
tle sabras here. Mrs. Rosenboim 
was sure that her children were 
dead in Russia, but when she 
read in the papers about Natan 
Bassar changing his name to 
Kalman Inventsh, something 
clicked and she recognized her 
son from the newspaper pic- 
tures. 

Although Natan-Kalman_ told 
the newspapermen that he’s get- 
ting nuts, the case is yet far 
from over.

Who Are The Heroes 
In Israel Today? 








By CARL ALPERT. 

SOMEWHERE ON THE SYRIAN BORDER—There are 40 of 
us in this group—40 white-collar workers, men and women. from 
the city. We have volunteered to spend a week out here in the 
front lines, lending a hand in the construction of defense fortifi- 
cations. 








There is nothing especially heroic about our 
volunteering; thousands of other city-dwellers 
come out here each week to assist the truly brave 
folks who live in the border villages and settle- 
ments. The latter farm their fields and tend 
their livestock by day, and guard the lines by 
night. The additional] task of erecting the neces- 
sary defenses against a possible aggressor are 
more than they can shoulder alone. They are, 
in the fullest sense, on guard to protect all of 
us, SO the least we can do is pitch in with some 
of the labor. 





ALPERT 
Here we are, office workers, journalists, professors, students, 


accountants, secretaries, all in working clothes. My job is to dig 
trenches, and ‘the young defenders of the kibbutz mark out on 
the ground the lines which we are te follow. Shovel, pick-ax, and 
the hoe-spade known as turiyah are our implements. The lines 
must be straight, the trench walls strong. 

If we dig in soft sandy soil, our walls cave in, afd must be 
shored up. If our area is clay, we can make a neat, durable 
trench, but the work is back-breaking, and a pneumatic drill 
would seem better for the job than our hand tools. 


Pause To Examine Peaceful Scene 


We pause évery once in a while and look up at the apparently 
peaceful Syrian hills opposite us. The border is only a few hun- 
dred feet away, but all is quiet. Yesterday, some of our volun- 
teers were shot at from across the line, but today no sound is 
to be heard. These trenches are in the first line of defense. 
Should the Syrian army decide to attack Israel, their tanks and 
their soldiers will advance across this valley before us. In these 
trenches will be the defenders of Israel. They will be alert, well- 
armed and determined. The enemy will have many surprises in 
store. 

Enough of leaning on the shovel, and back into the trench 
we climb. It must be at least another foot deeper if it is to pro- 
vide proper cover. And then the rim must be lined with sand- 
bags, properly placed to cushion the elbow which will hold the 
rifle, and in proper depth to provide protection against stray bullets. 

The sun mounts high in the sky overhead, and the perspiration 
rolis down our faces. Muscles long waused complain at the un- 
wonted exertion, and bones creak. Rest is a luxury which we can 
ill afford, and the work goes on. The fortifications take shape 
according to the best defense strategy. 


No Economic Value From Work 


As the shovelsful of earth fly upwards we ponder on the tens 
and hundreds of thousands of man hours which are thus being 
expended in an effort economically so wasteful. How much work 
there is to be done in Israel—useful, constructive, productive work. 
which must be laid aside to dig these zig-zag trenches and other 
defense works which must here remain nameless. 

And after all our work is done, and all the defenses complete, 
it may very well be that none of this will ever be used. The 
trenches will remain until weeds overgrow them, and the rains 
cause landslides, and the sandbags are covered and lost. Yet 
the thought that our work may be futile ig not discouraging. T¢ 
the contrary, many times each day we cheer each other up with 
the hopeful thought that all that which we are doing may never 
be used; may it be so. 

Indeed, the feeling is: Because we are surrounding 
with this ring of strong defenses, there wikl be no cause to use 
them. It is only if our defenses are weak, and our power to re- 
sist lacking, that we shall need them. By preparing them, we 
make them unnecessary. 


Rain Makes Ground Gooey 


It rains, and the whole area in which we work is transformed 
into a vast bog; the mud slings to our boots, adding pounds to 
their weight, but the work goes on, A pause for meal, and then 
back to the trenches. At night we sleep the sleep of the weary, 
and the occasional chatter of machine-gun fire, or isolated rifle 
shots fail to disturb us. We are up with the sun, and again into 
the trenches. 

We spend only one week here on the edge of no-man’s land, 
but on the day on which we leave, our places will be taken by 
others, AM along Israel's borders the city-dwellers help to ease 
the burden on those who are the true heroes—those who will stay 
on guard week after week, long after we have gone back to our 
city homes. And having seen these stalwart young men and 
women, and sensed their determination and confidence, we shal}

myself up as an expert in this literature. 


is a vast and complicated and 
I would like to point out that I have never set 


I feel very humble on 


the subject before our learned rabbis and other Talmudic scholars. 


But I would like to further 
point out that the Talmud and 
later works, covering so many 
phases of life as they do, from 
arising in the morning to festi- 
val preparations to civil laws, 
etc., resemble not too distantly 
the makeup of a large depart- 
ment store. 

And just as it isn’t necessary 
for a clerk in hosiery to be an 
expert on the machinery of pow- 
er lawnmowers on the fifth floor 
in order to explain to a custo- 
mer the various qualities of ho- 
siery on display on the first 
floor, so it is possible to investi- 
gate the evolvement of one par- 
ticular custom in Jewish life 
without mastering the entire 
Jewish literature. 


AND AS A REPORTER, ever 
on the prowl for facts which 
may be of interest or enlighten- 
ment to our readers, I feel that 
as long as I preSent facts, sub- 
stantiateq by authorities on the 
subject, I am simply doing my 
job. - 

Let's take an example of in- 
formation which, while I’m sure 
our rabbis not only know about 
but on which they could cast 
further light for me, yet which 
I'm equally sure will come as 
news to my fellow laymen much 
as it diq to me. 

It was the custom in ancient 
times to separate the wedding 
into two stages, (1) the prelim- 
inary stage of betrothal and (2) 
the wedding proper. “In the tal- 
mudie period,” writes Dr. A. A. 
Neuman in his work, The Jews 
In Spain, “this was the univer- 
sal custom, with 12 months be- 
tween the two... Unlike an en- 
gagement, the betrothal bond 
was considered a sacred religious 
union. The betrothed became for- 
mally husband ang wife, but 
they were not permitted to live 
conjugally. Yet they were bound 
by the same laws regarding fi- 
delity that applied to those fully 
married. Dissolution of this be- 
trothal could be effected only by 
means of a ‘get’ or bill of di- 
vorcement.” 


THIS ARRANGEMENT 4S 
you'll see later, gave our reli- 
gious leaders quite a bit of trou- 
ble until they were able eventu- 
ally to combine the two stages 
into the one wedding ceremony. 

But first Jet’s see what the 
original requirements were for 
a formal betrothal. One of the 
613 Divine Commandments 
‘which means that the eustom 
went back to biblical times) was 
the Law of Betrothal (Com- 


mandment 213) and listed three :.: 


ways to become betrothed: (1) 
to hand something of value to 
her or (2) to deliver to her a 
writ saying “Be thou betrothed 


to me” or (3) by sexual inter- =: 


course. (I quote the above from 
Maimonides Book of Divine 


Commandments translated and =: 
es and other pertinent information about the Jewish child. 


edited by Rabbi Charles Chavel.) 

In his footnote, Chavel pointed 
out that while this was a law of 
the Torah, “the sages neverthe- 
less have found it expedient to 
prohibit betrothal by intercourse 
as a curb against licentiousness.” 


DR. NEUMAN, recording the 
practices of the Jews im Spain 
during the Middle Ages, reveals 
that at this late date, 600 years 
ago in the 14th century, the old 
custom of a two-installment wed- 
ding was still strongly en- 





trenched (the ban against inter- 
course until the second ceremony 


had of course been accepted by | 


then). 

But that ban didn’t prevent 
other headaches from eropping 
up to bedevil leader and layman 
alike. For one thing a_ suitor 
could, by slyly handing an arti- 
cle to the lady he desired, put 
her in a different position; One 
young man handed a loaf. of 
b-ead to a girl, according to Neu- 
man, saying gaily, “Be thou be- 
trothed unto me herewith.” The 
girl accepted 
later married another. Her first 
suitor appeared, proved his 
charges. She had to divorce both 
men and couldn’t remarry her 
chosen husband. “This quaint 
prank ... ruined her life.” 


ANOTHER HEADACHE had 
to do with polygamy and concu- 
bines. In some sectors of Spain 
the Jews found _ themselves 
among people who countenanced 
both these practices. Some men 
therefore worked out the ar- 
rangement of taking for them- 
selves a concubine or two by the 
practically legal method of be- 
coming betrothed to the young 
lady without going through the 
second and final ceremony. 

“The task of the rabbis was 
a delicate one,” reports Neuman. 
“While they were aware that the 
Bible had shown examples of 


concubinage they “were also 
aware of its harm to social mo- 
rality.” 


“An ethical teacher of the 14th 
century,” he continues, “deplored 
the growing custom of taking 
concubines in betrothal, stating 
it would be less reprehensible to 
keep a mistress or resort to po- 
lygamy.” 

Well, I don’t know. Anyway, 
I’m glad they worked it out be- 
fore our time so that we prac- 
tice monogamy and one wedding 
ceremony. 

My purpose in this example, 
Dr. Sanglo, is twofold. 

Uncovering interesting, perti- 
nent information for our readers 
and presenting further evidence 
that what some designate as di- 
vinely ordained laws may rather 
be evolving customs, changing 
with changing times ang chang- 
ing needs.

There are two schools of 
thought about the making of a 
reputation as a hostess, indeed 
as a beria.

AVOCADO CHEESE SALAD 
1 cup boiling water 
1 pkg. lime-flavored gelatin 
2 smali avocados, peeled 
and pitted 
1 3-0z. pkg. cream cheese 
2 tblsps. mayonnaise, 
2 tblsps. lemon juice 
1 tsp. salt 
% cup grapefruit sections 
Salad greens 
Dissolve the gelatine in the 
hot water, stirring until dissolved. 
Chill until the consistency of 
raw egg white. Mash enough 
avocado to make %%-cupful. Slice 
or dice the rest. With a rotary 
beater, or electric mixer, beat 
together the mashed avocado, 
cheese, mayonnaise, lemon juice 
and salt until creamy and 
smooth. Add the dissolved gela- 
tine and continue beating until 
blended. Foid in slices of avo- 
cado and the grapefruit. Pour 
into a one-quart mold or into 
six smal] individual molds. Chill 
until firm. Unmold carefully 
onto serving platter and garnish 
with salad greens. This mold 
has a delicate green color, and 
is very attractive. Serves six.

6 tomatoes, sliced thick

3 tart apples, pared and 
sliced 
1 tsp. cinnamon

Combine the butter, %-cup of 
the milk, and %2-cup of the sugar 
in a saucepan. Heat until the 
sugar dissolves. Let cool. Dis- 
solve the yeast in the remaining 
milk. Beat the vanilla, mace or 
nutmeg, salt and eggs together 
in a large bowl. Add the yeast 
mixture and the butter mixture. 
Blend well. Add half the flour 
and beat well. Cover and let 
rise at room temperature one 
hour. Punch dough down. Add 
the remaining flour and knead 
to blend. Cover and let rise 
one hour. Roll out on a floured 
board to % - inch thickness. 
Spread the apple slices on the 
dough. Sprinkle with the cinna- 
mon and the remaining sugar. 
Roll up as for jelly roll. Butter 
a baking pan and dust with the 
crumbs. Place the apple roll 
on the pan. Let rise 30 min- 
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utes. Bake at 350 degrees. for 
45 to 50 minutes or until brown. 
Sprinkle with _ confectioners’ 
sugar while still warm. Good 
hot or cold.

The women here are Israel’s 
housewives, Organized now for 
the first time in a National Con- 
sumers Association, 

The men are the manufactur- 
ers, the butchers, the merchants 
and anyone else who produces 
something for the Israeli mar- 
ket. 


THE ASSOCIATION hopes to 
improve the quality and secure 
reductions in prices of basic 
products such as food, clothing 
and furniture. 

The official and the business 
world are already taking notice 
of the women. The Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry and the 
Manufacturers Association have 
appointed committees to treat 
with the women. 

The Manufacturers Associa- 
tion listened with interest to the 
complaint of the women that be- 
tween the cheap, shoddy mer- 
chandise which was hardly serv-

iceable, and the expensive items. 
there was no middle group of 
not too expensive yet sturdy 
wearing apparrel service. 

The representatives of the 
Manufacturers Association were 
impressed but not to the extent 
that they did not return the com- 
pliment, with a complaint of their 
own. 

They charged that Israeli 
women were lured to pay high 
prices for showy colors in prefer-

iorine the kibbutz’ growth, things 
ran rather smoothly. But after the 
pbuilding period was _ completed, and 
routine tasks were instituted, many 
people left the kibbutz. This was 
the beginning of many new crises 
and problems to face the young 
kibbutz.

THE STRAIN of children’s 
house staff against working 
committee, and individual wom- 
en competing and disagreeing 
with each other within the chil- 
dren’s houses soon had a nega- 
tive effect on the children them- 
selves.

ures in wood. Just like every- 
where else in the world! But 
these were not the people who 
concérned Yehuda just then. 

He likeq to watch Aharon, the 
head of the dairy, who moved 
more clumsily than any of his 
oxen, and in whose heavy face 
there were the sensitive eyes 
and mouth of an artist. Day in 
day out he plodded about his 
work, as he had done for years 
ang would continue to do for 
years, dedicated to it and highly

... THERE WAS NO doubt that 
Aharon would turn his dairy 
into one of the most productive 
in the country in years to come.

And she? Perhaps the woman 
he knew was not the woman 
the kibbutz knew? Perhaps 
there really were depts—per- 
haps the hysterical laugh sig- 
nified something more aware 
than what was left over from 
childhoog hurt in Hurgary when 
another home and family were 
torn apart? 


AND THERE was Zwi, the 
tall dark boy with the face and 
body of an angel, who broke up 
families and forsook his wives 
with the same matter of fact- 
ness as others ate their break- 
fast, and Dan who was not at 
all] handsome but for some. rea- 
son most attractive to the op- 
posite sex, wha had, at a very 
young age, married a gir] be- 
cause he did not want her to 
have an abortion, and whose 
married life had been rich .in 
ups ang downs until he discov- 
ered, to his Own surprise, that 
he loved his wife! 

There was Nahum, the busi- 
nessman, who represented the 
kibbutz in town, who spoke at 
meetings with a show of self- 
confidence and authority that 


left some of the kibbutznikim 
weak with resentment, and who 
was still a bachelor because he 
had not yet found a “worthy” 
partner. Probably Yehuda was 
one of the very few who ever 
realized just how shy and sensi- 
tive a person the shrewd Na- 
hum really was. He was also 
one of the most mature and 
wise persons in the whole kib 
butz, and had a sense of propor- 
tion angea degree of understand- 
ing way past his years. 


OF ALL THE people he was 
probably the most capable of 
evaluating his kibbutz, its func- 
tions, its people, himself amorg 
them, and had thoroughly come 
to terms with himself, sincerely 
and past the stage of rational- 
ization. The kibbutz was and al- 
ways would be his very great 
love in life. 

Remarkable enough, and vet 
to be expected, was the fact that 
the average kibbutznik did not 
trust him. And his devil face 
with the ultra-high forehead, 
deepset burning eyes, aquiline 
nose and fleshy humorous 
mouth added to the herd resent- 
ment: As 24 hours of his every 
day were dedicated to the ad- 
vancement of the kibbutz he had 
little patience with those who 
either seemingly or in fact put, 
at some time, the good of the 
individual before that of the col- 
lective. 


HE WAS ALSO disastrously 
fair and said exactly what he 
thought, irrespective of who was 
involved. So he had few friends. 
Had he been a primitive fanatic 
much would have been forgiven 
him, but he was a highly edu- 
cated person who had grown up 
in a cultured home and knew 
what tact and diplomacy meant. 
and he showed his upbringing 
in his successful business deals: 
but for his comrades in the kib- 
butz he reserved “plain and hon- 
est” treatment, and his attitude 
was no doubt the last straw to 
some of the men and women 
who were trying to decide’ whe- 
ther to leave the kibbutz or not. 

And the women? On the face 
of things they were much less 
remarkable than the men. With 
the exception of one or two 
who did so by virtue of speak- 
ing like the men, there were 
none who could sway a meeting, 
none who held the chair tm eith- 
er the agricultural or economic 
working committees. 

But there was the latest vic- 
tim of the amorous Zwi. his wife 
who had lived with him for a 
year and had borne him a son 
anq was very very much in love 
with him. Now she carried the 
child for walks in the afternoon, 
singing soft songs to him and 
making him laugh while her 
husband made love to Fanya, 
who had only been in the kib- 
butz a short while and was 
younger and prettier than she. 

And when anyone said some- 
thing against Zwi in her hear- 
ing she went away. When she 
stayed in her room for a very 
long time it meant that she was 
waiting until there shouldn’t be 
a trace of grief left on her face. 
The kibbutz liked and respected 
her for her gallantry, and Zwi 
took it as much for granted ds 
he did every good thing that 
happened to him. 


YEHUDA HEARD a conver- 
sation between some of the wom- 
en regarding the “Zwi scandal.” 
He was struck with and a little t 
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humiliated by the fact that they 
had very little to say about Zwi 
himself. He was a man—a stup- 


‘id baby, ang that was all. 


What interested them were 
the two women. Rachel, the old- 
er one, and Fanya the younger. 
People try not to use harsh 
words in the_kibbitz, certainly 
it is considered vulgar among 
the women, but one or two of 
them did call Fanya names, Af- 
ter some preliminary remarks 
about the misery and courage 
of Rachel and general unreli- 
ability and weakness of charac- 
ter of Fanya, they got down to 
what was really troubling them. 

Of course, implied every one 
of them without so Many words, 
her own husband was above re- 
proach, her own family situa- 
tion quite stable, she had noth- 
ing to worry about, but trouble 
in general might be brewing. 


THE ZWI, Rachel, Fanya tri- 
angle was the first case in which 
a husband had left his wife for 
a younger woman. What would 
happen when the garin* joined 


*group of younger men and 
women — direct translation, 
“kernel.” 


the kibbutz! There would be 
many young attractive girls 
there. There was no getting 
away from it that the strenuous 
life they themselves had been 
leading had made their faces 
old before the time, and most 
of them had borne children and 
although their figures were good 
they simply weren’t young girls 
anymore. Oh well! 

At supper that night Yehuda 
noticed that many of the women 
had taken special care with their 
appearance. The sunburned ones 
and freckled ones seemed actu- 
ally to have put powder on their 
faces! Thev were dressed espec- 
ially neatly and conservation 
was more animated than usual 
When, as often happened, the 
electric light failed and candles 
were lit on all the tables, Ye- 
huda’s neighbor leaned across to 
him and whispered that he had 
never known that there were so 
many pretty girls in the kibbut! 


THERE WAS also the case of 
Ziporah, a girl with an ungainly 
face and figure who was not 
married, and had not been, as 
far as anyone could remember, 
interested in anyone in particu- 
lar. Ziporah’s waist began to 
vanish, and soon there could be 
no doubt that she was pregnant 
She showed no inclination to talk 
about it, and so no one inter- 
ferred with her. 

But of course tongues wagged. 
Why hadn’t she approached the 
health-committee? If she had it 
would have been bound to ab- 
solute secrecy. Seeing that she 
had not spoken to anyone on the

committee she apparently want. 
ed the baby. Possibly she was 
having an affair with someés.n., 
anq would shortly be married. 

No, reported the gossips after 
a few days, she had not been 
seen with anyone. She kept her- 
self entirely to herself. 

Ziporah did not seem at all 
depressed. As a matter of fact 
there was a dignity in her bear- 
ing that had not been there be- 
fore. When she came into a room 
where a few women were Atting 
together and there was a sud- 
den silence at her entrance, she 
had a way of speaking so win- 
ningly, and at the same time of 
looking so thoroughly amused 
and ironic, that the women were 
left a little uncomfortable and 
quite disarmed. , 


FOR ALL THAT her belly 
was swelling and her face as 
incongruous as ever with its 
bland prortuding eyes and tiny 
pugnose, there was a self-assur- 
ance and a glow about her that 
made her quite attractive. It 
must be then that she wanted 
this baby very much, the people 
began to feel, possibly she had 
even gone to bed with someone 
just because she wanted a child, 
and had not at any stage intend- 
ed to be married! At first they 
regarded her with doubt, later 
with admiration. It took some 
thing to try to solve one’s diffi- 
culties bv taking such an inde- 
pendent step. Even if the reason 
had been desperation or loneli- 
ness, it demanded a good deal 
of selfconfidence to bring a child 
into the world in this way.

YEHUDA FOUND himself 
speaking to Ziporah with an in- 
terest and liking which he had 
never felt for her before, and 
observed, to his touched amuse- 
ment, that he was not the only 
one. The men treated her with 
friendly respect, and the women 
who had ignored her before now 
Made a special point of drawing 
her into conversations and of 
making her fee] that she was as 
important ang taken for grant- 
ed as every other expectant 
mother on the settlement. 


Arrangements would undoubt- 


edly be made for a marriage’ 


between her and one of the 
bachelors, in Order to give the 
child legitimacy and to make 
Ziporah’s parents happy. After- 
wards she could always be di- 
vorced—or perhaps not, who 
could tell? ;

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TWELVE YEARS AGO, after 
Dr, Abba Hillel Silver was ousted 
as leader of American Zionists, 
and was running his own office 
ealled “The American Zionist 
Policy Committee,” I went to 
interview him for HAARETZ, 
whose New York correspondent I 
then was. He referred to Rabbi 
Stephen Wise, then chairman of 
the American Zionist Council 
as “a quisling,” but, in response 
to my amazement, changed it 
to “collaborationist.” 

The paper printed the dis- 
patch, and ran an_ editorial 
criticizing Silver for using the 
term ‘“collaborationist” about a 
veteran Zionist leader. 

Silver’s criticism of Wise and 
of Wise’s followers was based 
en the latters’ trust in the good 
will and promiwes of President 


Roosevelt. “We cannot be satis- 
fied with a Rosh MHashonah 
greeting!” Siiver thundered 
from the platform. “Do not 


place your trust in the mighty!” 
he quoted _the words of the 
Psalmist. 

The majority of the rank and 
file Zionists in America stood 
behind Silver. The official] lead- 
ers both in New York and in 
Jerusalem stood behind Wise. Kt 
was only after Roosevelt re- 
ported to the people on the radio 
that his five-minute discussion 
with King Ibn Saud taught him 
all there was to know about the 
Palestine question (and secretly 
sold the Zionists to Ibn Saud) 
that everybody in New York and 
Jerusalem woke up, and Silver 
was~- re-instated the leader of 
American Zionists. 

Now Silver went to Jerusalem 
bringing to President Ben Zvi 
an innocuous Passover greeting 
from President Eisenhower and 
assured the Israeli public that 
they could trust the President. 
It is only some officials in the 
State Department, Rabbi Silver 
said, who are opposed to Israel. 
The President and the Secretary 
of State, Silver said (according 
to the New York Times dis- 
patch) “are not unfriendly.” 


BUT NEITHER was President 
Roosevelt unfriendly.

THE BORDER. SETTLE- 
MENTS have to stand most of 
the brunt of Arab guerrilla at- 
tacks. Recently I learned that 
the Moetzet Hapoalot (Women

But, unlike 
some other American builders, 
he came to the conclusiea, after 
studying the situation on the 
spot, that the Israelis were do- 
ing well enough under the cir- 
cumstances and he had nothing 
much to contribute.

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THE EDITOR’S CHAIR 


‘From all indications it seems 
that we were taken in by the 
letter signeg Nathania} Shmueli 
in our “Freedom of the Press” 
section of March 2. Mr. Shmu- 
eli’s letter was a bitter attack on 
Israel by one who professed to 
having left there because of her 
anti-democratic practices. 

We wouldn't have known that 
at the address which Mr. Shmu- 
eli had given us there was no 
such person, had it not been for 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism. They sent a letter to our 
New York office addressed to 
Mr. Shmueli, but gave no return 
address. We forwarded it to Mr. 
Shmueli. When this letter was 
returned to us “not found” we 
had to open it in order to find 
where to send it back to. 

We have a letter from Alice 
Schwarz of Yedioth Hayom, a 
daily newspaper in Israel, which 
I’m reprinting here, plugs some 
comments by M. Z. Frank, whom 
the Shmueli letter mentioned. 
@ Editor, National Jewish Post 

With reference to Mr. Nathan- 
iel Shmueli’s letter of March 2, 
1956, I would like to state that 
I was absolutely aghast—as an 
Israeli and a journalist “in the 
know.” Mr. S’s statements are 
not only vituperous but also 
partly untrue. 

It is not true that no Israeli 
tan leave the country without 
fulfilling hig military obliga- 
tions, although it would seem 
only natural in a state of danger 
as at present. Even democratic 
Enlgand had to impose restric- 
tions on travel abroad during the 
war—and Israel is practically at 
war, or at least could not get a 
peace signed, since her estab- 
lishment. 

For a short time, traveling was 
restricted for security and finan- 
cial reasons. This was changed 
about three years ago. People oi 
military age are leaving all the 
time (mostly for short journeys) 
with permission of the army. I 
am far from 49 myself, and have 
been abroag twice since 1949. 

It is untrue that exit-permits 
are given only in urgent cases. 
Ships are setting out from Haifa 
full to capacity, and so are 
planes. Some think that the au- 
thorities are even t0o lenient at 
the present stage. 

Red tape is not too bad. Peo- 
ple whe leave for good have to 
pay a token sum to the Jewish 
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WILL REFORM, CONSERVATISM MERGE? 


We’re inclined to agree with the gen- 
eral premise of the sermon on the future 
of Reform Judaism preached by Rabbi 
Joseph Klein in his Temple Emanuel in 
Worchester, Mass. (NJP, April 13, 56.) 

If Rabbi Klein seems to approach the 
on-coming joining together of Conserva- 
tism and Reform from the Reform view- 
point, that is understandable in view of 
the fact that Rabbi Klein is himself a 
Reform Rabbi. 

We differ, however, on the view 
Rabbi Klein holds as to the future of 
Orthodoxy. 

In our opinion, the disappearance of 
any real difference between Reform and 
Conservatism will serve to strengthen 
Orthodoxy. As it is now, too often a 
neo-Orthodox congregation seems little 
different in practice from a right wing 
Conservative congregation, so that the 
leap from one to the other causes very 
little dislocation in the outlook of the 
Jew who forsakes the one and joins the 
other. 

But with the effacing of any real dif- 
ference between Reform and Conserva- 
tism, the Jew who decides to leave his 
Orthodox congregation will be making a 
jump which would in effect be compar- 
able today with his joining a Reform 
congregation. 

Then, too, Rabbi Klein may be mak- 
ing the mistake of equating the Jew of 


1956 with the Jew of the next genera- 
tion. It seems hardly likely that with 
the progress being made at present, that 
the Jew of the next generation will be 
so lacking in conviction about Jewish 
practice that joining a congregation will 
mean as little as which is closest to his 
home, or which a friend is a member of, 
or which first asked him to join. 

Whether Orthodoxy will devolve into 
a small, iron-clad group cut off from Jew- 
ish community life, or whether it will 
flourish as it grows to seek survival in 
the American environment, has a lot to 
do with the kind of leadership, both lay 
and rabbinical it gets. We have an idea 
that just as Conservatism and Reform 
are getting substantial lay leadership and 
support, that Orthodoxy, too, is getting 
that same kind of consecrated leadership, 
if not more so. 

Recognizing that the prophetic tradi- 
tion disappeared with the last of the He- 
brew prophets, Rabbi Klein doesn’t pro- 
pose to risk predictions further than one 
generation hence. What will happen 
eventually in 100 years is a guess only 
an editor would presume to make. By 
that time, will even Orthodoxy and Re- 
form-Conservatism, under the impact of 
the environment, have ceased to have 
any substantial differences and will the 
beginnings of an American Judaism haye 
made themselves visible? 


ANTI-SEMITISM AND FUND-RAISING 


Periodically, the American Jewish 
community is told that anti-Semitism is 
decreasing, that it is increasing, that it 
has practically disappeared, that it rests 
in the city clubs, and so forth and so on. 

But there is one time when we can 
be expected to be told that it is danger- 
ously on the increase. 

That is when funds are being sought. 

This twisting of facts in order to suit 
the purpose of the fund-raising organiza- 
tion has become so commonplace that it 
hardly evokes comment any more. 

And we’re even willing to permit the 
fund-raising organization — as for in- 
stance, the Joint Defense Appeal at the 
moment—to frighten its adherents into 
making contributions, as long as ‘the 
basic direction and interests of the com- 
munity are not therefore jeopardized. 

The Jewish group in the United 
States is beginning to understand that 
its first obligation is to Jewish learning, 
and that it must not be swayed from this 
direction by periodic threats against its 
safety, whether these threats are actual 
or whether they are manufactured. The 
day when anti-Semitism would frighten 


the United States Jew into a sort of 
constant fear which was so unhealthy 
that it unbalanced his outlook as far as 
his fundamental needs and goals were 
concerned, fortunately is passed. 

So, therefore, we can look with a 
charitable eye at Frederic Greenman’s 
observation on anti-Semitism which he 
delivered, according to the New York 


Times, which we quote, to the meeting 


opening the 1956 drive of the Joint De- 
fense Appeal: 

“Mr. Greenman characterized the 
campaign as the most significant 
ever undertaken by the American 
Jewish community. He said anti- 
Semites were joining the movement 
in increasing numbers. He asserted 
that social discrimination against 
Jews, reflected in education, housing, 
employment and public accommoda- 
tions, was at a high point .in this 
country. 

“ ‘Social sanctions against Jews 
represent today the most extensive 
expression of anti-Semitic prejudice 
in the United States,’ he declared. 
He urged all-out community support 
for the 1956 campaign.”

Jewish and Christian 
Views on Scapegoat 


The 16th Chapter of the Book 
of Leviticus describes the ritua] 
of the Azazel, or the scape- 
goat. Aaron, the high priest, 
was commanded to select two 
he goats and cast lots upon 
them, designating one for the 
Lorg and one for Azazel (per- 
haps a desert djon or a spirit of 
evil). 

The goat designated for Aza. 
zel would be sent into the 
wilderness after the transgres. 
sions and sins of the children 
of Israel had been put upon his 
head. 

This is the essence of vicarious 
atonement. It seems to have 
been part of the atonement day 
ritual when various ceremonies 
and disciplines were prescribed 
to cleanse the people of their 
sins. 

The prophets of Israel—Isaiah, 
Amos, Ezekiel and Jeremiah — 
most particularly were opposed 
to animal sacrifice on general 
grounds and to the belief in 
vicarious atonement on the 
ground that such belief encour- 
aged moral laxity. No man, 
they insisted, could be forgiven 
his transgression through the 
suffering of some other creature 
of God—whether goat, or lamb 
or man. 

THE BELIEF in vicarious 
atonement died hard. The peo- 
ple preferred short cuts. They 
didn’t mind letting someone or 
something else take the rap for 
them. The practice of waving 
a fowl, destined for slaughter, 
over the head of the penitent, 
observed by many traditional 
Jews during the 10 days before 
Rosh Hashonah, is a perfect ex- 
ample of the cultural lag, when 
the masses will not accept the 
higher discipline of the leaders, 

Ezekiel’s insistence that each 
man must stand on his own 
feet, that the soul which sinneth, 
it alone must die, was undoubt- 
edly a more rational theology 
but not quite in tune with that 
mystique which enables one to 
hitch-hike on another’s atone- 
ment chariot and _ conversely, 
drives one to suffer for an- 
other’s sins. 

The mass veto implicit in the 
cultural lag often preserves the 
out-reaching good which hides 
behind a primitive masque. The 
art of ethical discipline must be 
devoted to the difficult task of 
preparing human beings who 
will not accept the suffering of 
others as atonement for them- 
selves but will nevertheless not 
hesitate to sacrifice themselves 
for the needs of others. 

THE STONE which the build- 
ers of Judaism rejected became 
the chief corner-stone of the 
Christian religion. The drama 
of vicarious atonement, with 
Jesus taking the place of the 
sacrificial lamb, is central to 
Christian faith. 

That this drama appeals to 
the hearts of great masses of 
people, history has made rather 
obvious. That vicarious experi- 
ence is more: and more taking 
the place of personal experience 
is a fact noted by every serious 
student of our 20th Century 
mass civilization. 

But it is also certain that 
vicarious experience is ersatz, 
that it leaves men hollow, that 
it alienates them from the true 
sources of growth. The prophets 
of Israel were depth psycholo- 
gists as well as social reform- 
ers. They made moral respon- 
sibility the plumb line of char- 
acter. If they had to make 4 
choice, they preferred justice to 
mercy, the mind over the emo- 
tions. They believed that in the 
long run this emphasis would 
more faithfully reflect the design 
of. providence.—J. Weinstein.

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Beria Blamed For Liguidation 
Of Jewish Leaders, Writers 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The question what if anything is to be done now that the feared news 
of the liquidation of the top Jewish intellectuals by the Soviet has been confirmed faces U, S. Jew- 


ish groups. 


The Jewish Labor Committee believes that the USSR should make public all the facts as a 
prelude to permitting Jewish life to flourish once again behind the Iron Curtain. 


Other national Jewish groups 
have as yet taken no position. 

ALL HOWEVER are united in 
their collective shock at the news 
that the Jewish leaders, all top 
Communists, were killed. 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee, as late as last month had 
issued another of its periodical 
statements declaring that the 
“two million Jews ... are still 
victims of discrimination and 
persecution with their religious 
freedoms severely limited, their 
cultural life throttled and thous- 
ands still prisoners on charges 
long since admitteg by the Krem- 
lin leaders to be false.” 


A “PUBLIC TRIAL” to pro- 
test the murder of Jewish writ- 
ers and culture in the Soviet 
Union has been called for Mon- 
day, April 30 at the Hotel Bilt- 
more, by the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee. 

Confirmation of the murders 
come from “Folkstimme”, Jew- 
ish Comunist paper in Warsaw, 
Poland, which published a list 
of prominent Jewish cultural 
leaders who were executed in 
the Soviet Union under the re- 
gime of Stalin. The paper attri- 
butes the executions to the “Be- 
ria gang’, led by Lavrenti Beria, 
former head of the Soviet secret 
service system, who was himself 
executed after Stalin’s death. 


THE PICTURE painted by the 
Warsaw report was one of exe- 
cutions even more extensive than 
previously rumored. 

Despite present Communist ef- 
forts to blame all the executions 
upon Beria, it is noted that the 
Jewish liquidations of the 1930s 
occurred before Stalin brought 
Beria from Georgia to head the 
police apparatus, in 1938. Among 
the Jewish victims of those years 
now listed are: S. Diamanstein, 
head of the Jewish section of the 
Communist Party in Moscow; 
Moshe Litvakov, editor of: the de- 
funct Emes, official Jewish Com- 
munist organ in the USSR; A. 
Merezhin, head of the Soviet 
Government office which super- 
vised Jewish colonization in Cri- 
mea, the Ukraine and Biro-Bid- 
jan; Esther Frumkin and Rach- 
miel Weinstein, prominent labor 
leaders, Izi Charik and Moshe 
Kulbak, noted poets, and H. Du- 
niets, famous Jewish critic. 


AMONG those listed by “Folk- 


stimme” as victims of the later 
Jewish purge of 1948-52 were 
the writers Itzik Feffer, David 


Bergelson, Peretz Markish, Leib 
Kvitko, David Hofshtein, Isaac 
Nusinov, Elijah Spival, Froyim 
Kahanovitch, $. Persov and Ben- 
jamin Suskin. 

The newspaper said that the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee 
in Moscow had “suddenly with- 
out why or wherefore been liqui- 
dated and its leaders sentenced 
to destruction.” 

The. committee was headed by 
the prominent Yiddish actor Sol

previously had been officially at- 
tributed to an “automobile acci 
dent.”

U. S. Communist Papers Czechs Free Jews, 


Ask Soviet Explanation 


NEW YORK (WNS)—Both 
the Daily Worker, official 
organ of the Communist 
Party in the United States, 
and the Freiheit, pro-Com- 
munist Yiddish daily pub- 
lished here, demanded edi- 
torially that the Soviet gov- 
ernment explain the anti- 
Semitism practiced under 
Stalin. 

In a column-long editorial, 
the Daily Worker expressed 
“indignation” at the fact 
that Jewish intellectuals had 
been “framed up and exe- 
cuted” in the Soviet Union 
and that “Jewish culture has 
virtually been wiped out.” 
The editorial also expressed 
“strong dissatisfaction” with 
the fact that “the Soviet 
leaders have not offered any 


explanation of what took 
place.”

States in behalf of the Soviet 


war effort during World War II. 

The Jewish Labor Committee, 
in a communication to the Soviet 
Ambassador Georgi N. Zaroubin, 
this week demanded publication 
“of the facts with regard to the 
terror and oppression that has 
been directed against Jews and 
their cultural institutions by the 
Soveet government.” 


‘IS IT NOT TIME,” the mem- 
orandum asked, “to publish a 
full list of the murdered, giving 
the dates and places where the 
extermination took place?” 

The Jewish Labor Committee 
conceded that nothing could be 
done for those liquidated, but 
asserted that it felt that “state- 
ments and declarations on the 
part of the present leaders may 
be of some importance in pre- 
venting similar occurrences in 
the future.” 

Dealing with the war years, 
when so many Jewish writers 
from Poland and other places 
sought and found refuge in the 
U.S.S.R., the Warsaw Folkstim- 
me recalls how the Russian Gov- 
ernment formed the Anti-Fascist 
Jewish Committee to make their 
contribution in the process of 
saving “from death millions of 
Jews” as well as “the endangered 
lives of the Jews in Israel.” How 
did it happen, then, the paper 
asks bitterly, that this Jewish 
body on which were represented 
“the best sons and daughters of 
Soviet Jewry” was liquidated all 
of a sudden without any explan- 
ation. . 

The paper asks “Why did we 
(the Jewish community) remain 
silent?” “We remained silent al- 
though we suffered terribly be- 
cause we believed that Lenin’s 
Party would after all be able to 
disentangle this tragic knot. We 
convinced that the truth 
would emerge.” 

The paper admitted that Jew- 
Communists had On many 
oceasions been compelled “to 
clench their teeth” without being 
able to intervene and_ prevent 
tHe tragic fate which befell so 
Jewish writers.

But Not Israeli 


PRAGUE (NJP)—The vagar- 
ies of Soviet policy have freed 
a number of Jewish-Czechoslovak 
Communist leaders, among them 
Dr. Edward Goldstucker, the for- 
mer Minister to Israel, but Mor- 
decai Oren still languishes in 
jail. 

Dr. Goldstucker has been of- 
fered a chair as lecturer at 
Prague University. He was sen- 
tenced at the Slansky trial in 
1952. 

Oren’s continued incarceration 
indicates that Zionism is still a 
crime here. Oren, a leader of Is- 
rael’s left-wing Mapam party, is 
serving a 15-year Sentence. He 
was in Czechoslovakia on a visit 
to a peace congress when he was 
seizeq and imprisoned. The 
strongest diplomatic moves have 
been unable to secure his re- 
lease. 

Slansky, who was hanged to- 
gether with 10 other defendants 
in 1952, was accused of having 
been in an imperialistic conspir- 
acy with Zionists against Czecho- 
slovakia.

GROSSINGERS, N. Y. (NJP) 
—The attitude of the Conserva- 
tive rabbis to the proposal now 
being considered by the Ortho- 
dox that they withdraw from 
associations in which Conserva- 
tive ang Reform Rabbis hold 
membership, is expected to be 
formulated at the convention of 
the Rabbinical Assembly here. 
Some 600 Conservative spiritual 
leaders are affiliateq with the 
Assembly. 

Another explosive session 
could follow a report from the 
Joint Beth Din (rabbinical court) 
which has revised the marriage 
contract, which the Orthodox are 
opposing.
